Pickerel Fishing Through tho Ice. 


At this tiuio of year there is no more 
exciting spoil 
than pickerel fishing 
through the ic**. 
And. taking the whole 
vear round, Maine sportsmen have no 
pursuit that is more exhilarating. Pick­ 
erel bite well after the ponds hare just 
frozen over. and the fishermen like to 
get on the ice about as soon as it will 
boar their weight. 
Talk with an incor­ 
rigible angler for half an hour and you 
will generally find him full of old chim­ 
ney-corner superstitions and traditions 
of the forestand stream. 
One of the 
current beliefs is that tile first time a 
green hand goes out he is bound to have 
good luck. 
Another tradition is that 
pickerel sometimes swim or scoot on a 
down grade, aud sometimes on an up 
grade, and that when they have their 
noses pointed toward- the bottom you 
can’t catch one, if your pickerel bait 
wrere peaches and cream. 
The piscato­ 
rial belief in tile influence of tile signs of 
the almanac i* profound. 
And your sly 
old fisherman generally consults his al­ 
manac before he catches 
his bait. 
“ When the signs are in the belly they’ll 
bite well every time. 
I don't know 
what the meaning of it is, but I s'pose 
they're hungry, said a veteran whom 
we consulted on the zodiacal question. 
Fish w ill not bite well when they are 
spawning. 
Their many traits afford a 
w ide range for study. 
“ Fish are dread­ 
ful contrary critters,” is the way the j 
aforesaid veteran sums up his philoso­ 
phy. 
When the pickerel fisher finds j 
the signs aud the weather right, he j 
takes his dip-net and goos down to the j 
river after live minnow's for bait. These j 
foolish little fish are attracted into 
the tine meshes by meal liberally 
fed to them. 
The pickerel doesn’t rel­ 
ish dead food, and must !>e caught with | 
live bait. 
The fun of pickerel-fishing is 
in your ability to have so many strings ! 
a-going at once. Twenty-five is a fair j 
number, although two men can fish with 
forty. Cutting tile holes through the ; 
ice is fun, if you have a sharp chisel and 
the ice isn’t over four inches thick, but , 
when you have two feet of solid freeze ! 
under you and an old ax with which to ; 
penetrate it, it's more like business. Two I 
men generally go together, and one sets j 
the sticks and arranges the lines while J 
the of her cuts the holes. The man who 
sets the lines first gets the bottom and j 
adjusts his bait about two feet above it I 
—more or less, perhaps, according to I 
his own idea of tile correct thing. The ; 
lines are attached to poles set in the ice 
at an angle of atxmt forty-five degrees 
over the holes. 
Each line is also looped I 
over a bob screwed loosely on the pole, j 
so that w hen a pickerel bites and darts I 
off. tile bob is turned and forms a cross | 
with the longer stick, thus signalizing , 
the fisherman. 
One of the ways of the 
pickerel is to chew his bait a little while, j 
and this is in favor of his catcher. When 
the pickerel commence to bite before the j 
lines are all set, as the}' frequently do, 
the excitement is at its pitch. 
“ There ■ 
goes one!” shouts otic man. 
“ There's 
another!” shouts his chum, dropping his 
ax and running to pull him up, and I 
when the twenty-five or forty lines are 
all in, and are pulling sharp, who then I 
wouldn’t be a pickerel fisher?—Lewiston 
(.Vc.)

father. Ile steps down upon the stage, 
pirouettes and defies unseen enemies to 
tread on the tail of his kimono. 
Mean­ 
while the robbers recover their senses 
and retire, menacing him in pantomime. 
Enter geisha tinkling her guitar. 
Blind 
samurai pauses and listens. 
“ Ah! His my beloved O-cho-cho” 
(Miss Butterfly). 
Another love 
passage 
ensues—he 
speaking tenderly out of the left corner 
of his mouth and amorously clasping 
his arms, and she responding in a shrill 
falsetto and significantly hugging her 
guitar, while the orchestra indulges in 
Wagner-like strains. 
Naughty geisha 
leads the confiding samurai toward a 
pillar-like stone lantern, bids him a tear­ 
ful farewell, gives a signal to her lover 
and retires, waddling uke a duck. Or­ 
chestra executes more savage music.

Geranium^ in the Window Garden. 


It is very rare to see a well-grown ge­ 
ranium in w indow culture. 
Even if tho 
plants bloom fairly, 
they are often 
drawn up, misshapen things, not pleas­ 
ing to look upon. 
In the majority of 
cases, plants that have been set out in 
the garden for the summer are allowed 
to “ go as you please.” 
The roots find­ 
ing an abundance of rich soil, the tops 
grow off at a famous rate. 
At the ap­ 
proach of cool weather the plants are 
taken up as they stood; if any cutting is 
done, it is at the roots, to bring them 
w ithin the limits of a }>ot, and the plants 
arc placed in the window. 
As a conse­ 
quence of such treatment the majority of 
the leaves fade and fall, and show' a lot 
of long. lanky stems, with a small tuft 
of leaves at the top. 
This condition of 
the plants is due either to a lark of 
knowledge or to timidity. Amateur cul­ 
tivators. as a general thing, seem to fear 
to use the knife; could the plants suffer 
pain, they would not be more reluctant 
to cut. 
The proper method is to pre­ 
pare the plants for taking in long before 
the time for lifting them; but it is too late 
to advise that as it is to suggest pruning 
them at the time of taking them up. 
Even at this late day it is better to cut 
back the geraniums to a good shu{>c 
than to let them remain as they are. Of 
course each plant will have its own 
needs in this respect, and only general 
advice can be given. Cut blick the long 
stems in such a maimer that the plants 
will form a low, rounded head, and re­ 
move altogether such branches as will 
make the head too much crowded. 
In 
pruning the steins, cut just above a bud 
or leaf scar. 
If the cut be made just be­ 
low a bud, or half-way between two 
buds, the stem will die dow n to the next 
bud below*, leaving ail unsightly stub. 
New’ growth will soon start and the 
plant will, after awhile, present an ap­ 
pearance so greatly improved that the 
ow ner w ill regret that it had not been 
done before. Geraniums are not the 
only window plants that need pruning 
to keep them in a neat form, but those 
who take proper care of their plants can 
do much of this by pinching with the 
thumb and linger nails, or removing al­ 
together those buds that appear where a 
shoot is not desired —American Agri­ 
culturist.

piece” occupying about thirtv minutes 
in its delivery, stabs himself and ex-

ircs like a little man. 
The black 
emons then advance with large cloths, 
which they hold before the bodies of the 
slain, while the latter make their exit 
on all fours and the orchestra indulges 
in low, wailing sounds, descriptive of 
deep woe. The stage is cleared up and 
the young samurai and the girl, miracu­ 
lously restored to life, figure promi­ 
nently in five more acts, after which 
they commit suicide, presumably on ac­ 
count of having had too much of each 
other’s society. 
The acting was most excellent, and, 
notwithstanding the absence of plot, tho 
piece wa9 a great hit, moving the audi­ 
ence to tears and laughter, and often 
causing them to shout: 
“ Yerai'' (won­ 
derful) and “ Niponichi,” (literally first- 
rate, Japanese).—Edward Grcey in San 
Francisco Chronicle.

Leonard W. Volk, the Chicago sculp­ 
t s , relates the following characteristic 
anecdote of Mr. Lincoln in the Century 
magazine: 
j 
** He was there promptly—indeed, he 
never failed to be on time. 
My studio 
was in the fifth story, and there were no 
elevators in those* days, and I soon 
learned to distinguish his steps on the 
stairs, and am sure he frequently came 
up two, if not three, steps at a stride. 
When he sat down the first time in that 
hard, wooden, low-armed chair, which 
I still possess, and which has been occu­ 
pied by Douglas, Seward and Generals 
Grant and Dix, he said: 
“ ‘Mr. Yolk, I have never sat before 
to sculptor or painter—only for daguer­ 
reotypes and photographs. What shall 
I I do?1 
441 told him I would only take tho 
measurements of his head and shoulders 
that time, and next morning, Saturday, 
I would make a cast of his face, which 
would save him a number of sittings. 
He stood up against the wall and I made 
a mark at»ovehis head, and then meas­ 
ured up to it from the tloor, and said: 
44 4You arc just twelve inches taller 
than Judge Douglas, that is, just six 
feet one inch.’ 
44 Before commencing the cast next 
morning, and knowing Mr. Lincoln’s 
fondness for a story, I told him one, in 
order to remove what I thought an ap­ 
prehensive expression—as though he 
feared the operation might be danger­ 
ous ; and this is the story: 
441 occasionally employed a little 
black-eyed, 
blacK-haired 
and dark- 
skinned Italian as a form at ore in plas­ 
ter work, who had related to me a short 
time before that himself and a comrade 
image-vender were 4 doing’ Sw itzerland 
by hawking their images. 
One day, a 
Swiss gentleman asked him if lie could 
make his likeness in plaster. 4 Oh, yes, 
sijjnor; I am a sculptor! ’ 
So Matteo 
Mattei—such was the name of the pre­ 
tender—got some plaster, laid the big 
Swiss gentleman on his back, stuck a 
quill in each nostril for him to breath 
through, and requested him to close his 
eyes. 
Then 4 Mat,’ as I called him, 
poured the soft plaster all over his face 
and forehead; then he paused for rellec- 
tion; as the plaster was beginning to 
set he became frightened, as he had 
never before undertaken such a job, and 
neglected to prepare the face properly, 
especially the gentleman’s huge beard, 
mustache, and the hair about the tem­ 
ples and forehead, through which, of 
course, the plaster had run ami become 
solid. 4 Mat’ made an excuse to go out­ 
side the door—4 then,’ said he 41 run 
like----- 
441 saw Mr. Lincoln's eyes twinkle 
with mirth.' 
44 4 How’ did he get it off? ’ said lie. 
441 answered that probably after rea­ 
sonable waiting for the scultorc, he had 
to break it off, and cut and pull out all 
the hair which the tenacious plaster 
touched, the best way he could. 
4 Mat’ 
said he took special pains to avoid that 
particular part of Switzerland after that 
artistic experience. But his companion 
who somewhat resembled 
him, not 
knowing anything of bra partner's per­ 
formance, was soon after overhauled by 
the gentleman and nearly cudgeled to 
death. 
44 Loon hearing this, t he tears actual­ 
ly trickled down Mr. Lincoln’s bronzed 
cheeks, and he was at once in the best 
of humors. 
He sat naturally in tho 
chair when I made the cast, and saw 
every move I made in a mirror opposite, 
as I put the piaster on without interfer­ 
ence with his eyesight or hi> free breath­ 
ing through the nostrils. 
It was about 
an hour before the mold was ready to 
be removed, ami being all in one piece, 
with both ears perfectly Liken, it clung 
pretty hard, as the cheek-bones were 
nigher than the jaws at the lobe of the 
ear. 
He bent his head low’ and took 
hold of the mold, and gradually worked 
it off without breaking or injury; it hurt 
a little, as a few hairs of the tender tem­ 
ples pulled out with the plaster and 
made his eyes water; but the remem­ 
brance of the poor Swiss gentleman ev­ 
idently kept him in good humor.” 
44 The last sitting was given Thursday 
morning, and I noticed that Mr. Lin­ 
coln was in something of a hurry. I had 
finished the head, but desired to repre­ 
sent his breast and brawny shoulders as 
nature presented them; so ho stripped 
off his coat, waistcoat, shirt, cravat and 
collar, threw them on a chair, pulled 
his undershirt down a short distance, 
tying the sleeves behind him, and stood 
up without a murmur for an hour or so. 
I then said that I w’as done, and was a 
thousand times obliged to him for his 
promptness and patience, and offered to 
assist him to re dress, but he said: 4No. 
I can do it better aloue.’ I kept at my 
work without looking toward him, wish­ 
ing to catch the form as accurately as 
possible w’hile it was fresh in my memo­ 
ry. Mr. Lincoln left hurriedly*, saying 
he had an engagement, and wath a cor­ 
dial 4Good-by! I will see you again 
soon,* passed out. A few moments af­ 
ter, I recognized his steps rapidly re­ 
turning. The door opened, and in he 
came, exclaiming: 4lIello, Mr. Yolk! I 
g 
ot down on the sidewalk and found I 
ad forgotten to put on my undershirt, 
and thought it wouldn’t do to go through 
the streets this way.’ Sure enough, 
there w’ere the sleeves of that garment 
dangling below the skirts of his broad­ 
cloth frock coat! I went at once to his 
assistance, and helped to undress and 
re-dress him ail ri<mt, and out he went, 
with a hearty laugh at the absurdity of 
the thing.^ 
___ 


Telegraphing from a Moving Train. 


A patent has been issued to a resident 
of Santa Barbara, Cal., for a method 
of telegraphing from a moving railroad 
car. The invention enables each freight 
or passenger train to have its own tele­ 
graph office. Two wires arc required 
instead of one, and these are suspended 
directly over the track, and above tho 
moving train. They are parallel, and 
about eighteen inches apart. One wire 
is connected with a battery at the sta­ 
tion from which the train starts, and the 
other with a battery at the terminal 
station. They are so suspended, that, 
by a somewhat ingenious arrangement, 
light running wheels can move along 
them from one end of the road to the 
other, but are connected with wires 
which pass down through the roof of 
the car to the operating instrument, and 
through it complete the circuit. As the 
car moves the wheels are drawn along 
on the wires just above it, and a con­ 
stant current of electricity is maintained 
between the initial and terminal stations 
through the moving car. 
lf this inven­ 
tion is found to work satisfactorily it 
promises to become of great value to 
railroads. 


Railroad Pool, as Explained by 
Railroad Officer. 


Mr. E. P. Alexander, Yicc-Fresidcnt 
of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, 
in a recent argument before a commit­ 
tee of the Alabama Legislature, gave the 
following explanation of a pool, as it is 
understood by railroad m en: 
44 A pool is really an agreement be­ 
tween competing lines at any given 
point about to this effect: That if all 
will agree to maintain the equal rates, 
which have been generally arrived at by 
long struggles between the competing 
markets, in which each has had all the 
lienefft of its geographical position and 
advantages, then any line which does 
an excess of business, above the average 
of former years, and above what would 
seem its natural share of the business, 
shall compensate the line which is defi­ 
cient iu some satisfactory manner. 
It 
is hard to explain how such an effort to 
prevent discriminations and fluctuations 
should become so generally misunder­ 
stood. 
44 No man can study the railroad prob­ 
lem intimately without becoming con­ 
vinced that by far the greatest good of 
the greatest number would result from 
what the railroad managers attempt in 
their pools. The misrepresentations of 
their policy and efforts doubtless come 
from individuals who had been able to 
turn railroad wars to their individual 
advantage. In such wrars large shippers 
always have an advantage over small 
ones. Their business is sought by re­ 
bates and private concessions, while 
small shippers are disregarded. 
The 
large shippers in those markets where 
railroad wars have been common arc 
therefore often loth to see any arrange­ 
ment by which rates will be maintained, 
however low those rates may be. 
In 
fact, large shippers seldom care a straw 
whether rates are low or high; their 
profits for the handling are the same 
in any case. 
Their whole care is 
to secure rates for their markets lower 
than for those for competing markets, 
or rates for themselves lower than their 
neighbors. The large shippers, too, are 
men of influence and ability, and it is 
they who usually cry out against the 
pool. So the position of the railroad 
managers is that between the upper and 
the nether millstone. The public cry 
out, and justly, against fluctuations, 
rebates and 
unjust discriminations. 
There is no power on earth to prevent 
fluctuations, rebates and unjust discrim­ 
inations but to remove the temptation to 
commit them. The only w ay to remove 
the temption is to make some arrange­ 
ment equivalent to what is called a pool; 
but against the pool, the large shippers 
have an especial antipathy. The pool 
cuts off their rebates and special rates. 
No law’ could cut them off, because the}’ 
<‘an always be made by some part of the 
line which lies out of the State, so that 
State law’ can never reach it. And even 
a general law by Congress can Ik* 
evaded in a hundred ways. 
44 There have doubtless been com­ 
plaints of the wrongs made by pools, 
hut these complaints are universally 
that the rates are not positively high, 
blit only comparatively high, as con­ 
trasted with the rates from some other 
places. 
“ Questions of this sort are of the 
greatest delicacy and difficulty of ad­ 
justment. The twelve apostles them­ 
selves could probably never give satis­ 
faction if they had to adjust the rates 
between twelve competing markets. It 
is in fact, to my mind, rather a doubt­ 
ful question whether there is any such 
thing as justice iii settling such a ques­ 
tion. 
To illustrate by an example away 
from home, in which none of us have 
any interest or feeling: 
“ Boston, for instance, is further from 
Chicago than New’ York is. 
Now, 
should the principle ever be adopted of 
making all rates a pro rata per mile, the 
rate from Chicago to Boston would be 
so much higher than the rate from 
Chicago to New’ York that all t he foreign 
trade nowr going through the former 
port would be diverted to the latter. 
This, of course, would be an enormous 
injury to every interest of Boston. 
Iii 
fact, no such principle ever could be 
enforced, for the lines injuriously af­ 
fected by it would never submit to it, 
but wa mltl w’ork at rates far below the 
cost of transportation for years rather 
than give up their through business for­ 
ever. 
44 But whatever criticism may be made 
upon either the purposes of the railroad 
p ools, or upon tne practical operations 
which have taken place under them at 
any point, they have been resorted toby 
the railroad managers as the only solu­ 
tion w hich their experience in these mat­ 
ters has been able to suggest; and 
any imperfections or abuses have been 
the result of neither carelessness nor in­ 
difference, but of the inherent difficul­ 
ties of the problem itself. 
44 And as an earnest of their honest 
intent to correct the abuses, and to 
arrive at just and fair solutions of ques­ 
tions between conflicting interests, the 
principle of arbitration of such questions, 
by the most disinterested and competent 
tribunals obtainable, 
is 
universally 
recognized and adopted; and if either 
the State or the National Governments 
would provide such tribunals the railroad 
managers would be only too glad to 
avail themselves of their services.”

Tom Cron** NkirmitBi with a Detach­ 
ment of u Cherokee Indian, 
We copy from Peck’s Sun to-day, the 
following humorous account of Tom 
Croft’s matinee with a detachment of a 
Cherokee Indian at Omaha. 
A few years ago Tom Croft, now a 
carriage manufacturer at Janesville, was 
yard master or something at Omaha. 
He was full of business, but always had 
time to work iu a joke here and there, 
The railroad men were troubled more by 
begging indians, lazy loafers that hung 
around to beg aud steal, than they were 
by their money.

wrench in his liand. Tho Irishman read 
it out Iou I to the boys, aud tho crowd 
went for the Indian. 
The Irishman 
scalped him with tho monkey wrench, a 
blacksmith tore his blanket off, aud as 
Hie Indian started to run, the whole 
crowd broke after him. 
He was kicked 
by about forty different sized boots7 hit 
by iii my tin pails, in as many different 
places, 
doused 
with 
dirty 
water, 
and as he passed Tom’s 
office ho 
was 
tile 
worst 
looking, and 
the 
most trightend Indian that ever was 
seen in Omaha. 
He shook his fist at 
Tom, aud went over tho hill, out of sight, 
aud for two days people who came into 
Omaha, from tho west, told about seeing 
a red streak pointed towards the Pacific 
slope, aud the air was lilied with yellst 
war whoops and language that nobody 
could understand. It is said from that 
time to this no Indian has ever begged 
with a paper west of the Missouri river. 
If they want anything they go and steal 
it, as it is less dangerous. 
The above is about the way Tom tells 
the story, but a friend of bis, who is a 
man of truth aud veracity, never having 
beeu a politician or anything, says when 
Tom saw tho ludiau comiug towards 
him he thought his time had come.
